The histoi-y of the first of the thir-' 


teen colonies, from its first settle- 
ment, was the outgrowth of striving 
for religious freedom, said Dr. Wont?,. 
The same prime consideration led to 
the establishment of the other colo- 
nies, until eventually the United States 
as a nation was. born through the 
s-tniffple for Independence. 


In the Revolutionary War, he said, 


the outstanding principles were I'.ie 
desire for the right to "life, liberty 
and the tmrsuit of hanpiness." Tie 
Civil War wa* fought that the nation 
founded on those principles "might 
endure." This country went into the 
Spanish-American war that we might 
extend these principles to others of 
mankind, said Dr.. Wentz, and in our' 
last war, the World War, our chief] 
nfotive was "to make the World safe 
for Democracy" in order that freedom 
and peace might come to mankind. <

Dr. A. R. Went/, of Seminary, is 
Memorial Day Orator At
